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REVENUEJEDDCTION 


The Democrats of the Ways and Means 
Committee Agree Upon a Rev- 
enue Bednetion. 


WABHINOTON, March 3.—The internal 
revenue reductions were agreed on yes- 
terday by the democrats of the ways 
and means committee and will be re- 
ported to a full committee early next 
week and considered with the tariflF bill. 
Tbey effect a total reductiou of about 
S24,000,000 or $25,000.000 
The tobacco 
tax, except on cigars and cigarettes, is 
reported as reducing the revenue about 
$19,000.000. 


Tbe license abolished will make a 
further reduction of between $4.000,000 
and $5,000,000. 
There is no reduction 
on spirits of any kind. The manufac- 
turers of fruit brandies are allowed to 
place them in bonded warehouses and 
take warehouse receipts for the same 
time as whisky distillers now have. 


Upon the recommendation of the sub- 
committee which had been charged with 
an examination of the legal points in- 
volved In the Worthington-Post con- 
tested election case, the house committee 
to-day unaimously decided to report in 
favor of the claims of Mr. Post the re- 
publican siting member from the tenth 
Illinois distrcnt. 


A WO.VAii'8 INFLUENCE. 


Mrs. Le Breton's Fight Against Major 
Rathbone's Confirmation. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Mrs. Le Bre- 
ton, of San Francisco, is said

Mrs. Le Breton's hus- 
band was a candidate for the place, but 
withdrew on the assurance that Rath- 
bone would appoint him vice-consul 
general.

FATALI^SflOT ! 


Geo. H. Bostick, a Burlington Bridge 
Foreman, Shoots a Striking 
Brotherhood Engineer. 


BBooEiiBiiD, Mo., March 3.—This 
morning at 4 o'clock, George H. Bos- 
tick, the Burlington bridge foremen, fa- 
tally shot in the right temple John Roxy, 
a Brotherhood striking engi neer. 
To 
avoid lynching Bostick was walked to 
Linneus, where he is now under arrest. 
He states he was a sworn deputy sheriff 
and in charge of an engine just arrived 
from the east at Brookfield acd^hat 
Roxy and others approached the engine 
and endeavored to take charge of it. 
An altercation ensued and Roxy drew a 
pistol and refused to pat it up and he, 
Bostick, shot him. Bostick claims to 
have been a warm friend of Roxy, 
and says a short time before the shoot- 
ing they were laughing and joking to- 
gether. 
Roxy will die. Forty armed 
deputies leave here soon for Brookfield. 
The opinion is that Bostick became 
frightened and shot without sufficient 
provocation. The facts show, however, 
that his life was in danger. 
This is the 
third act of violence at Brooktield this 
week. Sheriff Denbo was at Brookfield 
and his presence no doubt saved a very 
serious riot, 


ETTA, THE T¥PE-WR1TER. 


A Sentence in the Penitentiary Has Not 
Thoroughly Reformed Her. 


COLUMBUS, O., March 3.— Etta Lewis, 
the woman who was sentenced from 
Cinoinnati to two years' imprisonment 
in the penitentiary for grand larceny, is 
causing the under officials of that iu- 
stitution considerable annoyance and 
trouble. She has been appointed war- 
den's clerk and refuses to take orders 
from any other source, apparently be- 
lieving tbe other officials to be beneath 
her. The clerks say on numerous occa- 
sions she has gone out of her way to in- 
terfere with the business of other per- 
sons. 


Recently the combination 
on the 
money drawer in the assistant clerk's of- 
fice had to be changed on account of the 
frequency with which the cash fell short. 
The change brought good results for a 
time, when the cash again began to fall 
short, and demonstrated that thefts were 
bein. perpetrated under the nose of the 
officials of the penitentiary. The clerks 
soon learned, to their own satisfaction, 
that tbe female convict was the guilty 
person, but nothing was done except to 
keep such a watch on her that she conld 
not get near the money drawer, since 
which time there has been no shortage. 


Miss Lewis is an adventuress, whose 
career in New York and other Eastern 
cities shows her to be an accomplished 
swindler. She is bright, intelligent and 
plausible in her manner and methods, 
and was able to carry on her fraudulent 
schemes without detection nutil she 
reached Cincinnati, where she attempted 
her old game of obtaining a valuable 
type writer by means which made her 
amenable to the charge of theft, of 
which she was convicted.

Official changes have commenced on 
the Pennsylvania lines in rather unex- 
pected department?.

Baldwin, manager pf the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago road, tendered bis 
resignation, owing, it is stated, to a disa- 
greement with one of his superior of- 
ficers. 


It is understood that the office will be 
abolished and that C. D. Law, now su- 
perintendent of the Chicago division of 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago, 
will be made general superintendent, 
his duties on that portion of the Penn- 
sylvaoia system being similar to those 
of J. F. Miller, general superintendent 
of the southwestern system of roads.

Burglars got in their work in great 
shape last night. A number of business 
places and residences, particularly Ne- 
braska, were visited by the rascals and 
money and other articles were stolen. 
They seem to have made a wholesale 
descent, for this morning the news of 
their bold depredations 
comes from 
every part of the west end and no less 
than half a dozen places were touched by 
the rascals, while others are yet to be 
heard from. 


The thieves first broke into the resi- 
dence of Mr. John Orff, but encountered 
the servant maid and fled in front of her 
screams. 


Next they got into Mr. Herman Wick- 
man's house, but as Mrs. Wickman was 
up nursing an infant babe they bowed 
themselves out. 


At Dan Hntzell's saloon, 378 West 
Main street, they secured an entrance and 
stole a watch and chain. 
The noise 
they made awakened Mr. Hutzell and 
he appeared on the scene in time to 
catch a glimpse ot one of tbe retreating 
burglars, whom he fired at, without ef- 
fect, however, and the whole gang were 
soon lost in the darkness. 


The reeidence and saloon of Simon 
H<iut8ch, on East Main street, was en- 
tered and iiis wife's dress, containing $5 
or SO waa taken, besides several other 
articles. 


The grocery and saloon of Mr. Hem- 
merle was next broken into and the 
thieves entered the private bed room 
of the house and secured a watch, a 
revolver, and a few dollars in money. 


The office of Mr. Peters in Nebraska j 
was entered, where the scoundrels left a j 
revolver and secured some postage 
stamps. Several other places were visited 
and small amounts of money and other 
articles secured. 


The maurauders are believed to be 
tramps and a big police posse was or- 
ganized this afternoon to scour the 
western suburbs, where it is reported 
the ragged gentry are selling stolen 
articles.

HIUHWAY UOiiilERY. 


Jame^ Wright, of the United States 
Army, Murderously Assaulted 
aid Robbed on Clin- 
ton Street. 


Fort Wayne is coming to the front 
rapidly in the way of patty crimes. 


Last night, about 12 o'clock or so, 
near the corner of Clinton and Washing- 
ton streets, Jame3 Wright was knocked 
down and frightfully beaten. 
He says 
a gold watch, worth 820, besides $110 in 
cash were taken from his person. 


Wright is a Stewart in the United 
States army hospital at Fort Davis, 
Texas. 
He came here a week ago en a 
four months furlough and took lodging 
at the Harmon house. 


Last night young Wright met Charley 
Youngker, a St. Joe township farmer, 
and both drank considerable liquor at 
Joe Douglass' 
saloon, 
on Calhoun 
street. 


They then went to the show at the 
Temple opera house, or out to see the 
sights, which it is not definitely settled. 
At any rate Youngker left his watch 
and $8 with Douglass for safe keeping. 


Then the men sauntered out into the 
metropolis. 


The next heard of them was when a 
telegraph operator at the Pittsburg offi- 
ces, found Wright lying insensible in 
a pool of blood on Clinton street. 
He 
notified Chief Diehl, but when the officer 
arrived on the scene no one was there. 
Officer Rohle having met Wright and 
escorted him to the Harmon house, 
Youngker having preceded him to the 
same place. 


Wright said that while walking on 
Clinton street ^ e t h e r , Youngker sud- 
denly struck liim, knocked him down, 
following it np with au unmerciful beat- 
ing. 


Youngker assarts that he and Wright 
were drunk. He was trying to take 
Wright home as best they could navi- 
gate when a tall man ran across Clinton 
street and struck at them. 


Youngker says he fled leaving Wright 
to the mercy of the highwayman. 
He 
returned later and attempted to lift 
Wright from the gutter, but was unable 
to do so and went to his hotel.

A. LIETTEB FROM OAPT. J. H. BOHAN. 
To the Editor of the SENTINEL: 


There has been a great deal of talk in 
the newspapers about me because of an 
assertion that I was going to run for 
sherifi on the republican ticket next fall, 
provided the Knights of Labor voted 
with that party. 
I will state here that 
there is no truth in the statement and 
no foundation for such an understanding 
on the part of the republicans, the 
Knights of Labor or myself. 


I do not make this announcement to 
please a few jealous cranks- for they 
are the ones who generally retard pro- 
gress and injure every movement in the 
interest of the people—but to have my 
friends realize the mierepresentations 
that suggest this publication, have them 
know my position and just where to 
find me. 


For twelve years i have kept aloof 
from both of the old political parties. 
I have worked hard in almost every 
political campaign from that time to the 
present day, to organize a new party- 
one that would enact and enforce laws, 
in the interest of a majority of the 
people, not to benefit the minority, as is 
generally the case. 


Now, I have come to the conclusion 
that a third party in the field, this 
coming campaign, is bad policy, as no 
good can accrue from it. 


At the municipal election last spring, 
the Union labor party made a noble 
fight, but I feel that further contest is 
hopeless, therefore, as the chairman of 
their city committee, L do most respect- 
fully tender my resignation, and sever 
my connection with said party in the 
coming presidential campaign. 


Thanning 
my 
associates 
for the 
honors conferred and hoping that in the 
future I may continue to have their 
good will and confidence, as in the past, 
I make this announcement because I 
honestly believe it to be lor the welfare 
of all organized labor. 


I believe, however, that all citizens 
should avail themselves of some activity, 
humble though it be, in the condact of 
good government, and to carry out this 
idea, men shoul ( interest themselves 
more than by simply going to the polls 
to deposit their ballot. 


As an ex soldier, should it be on the 
republican side? 
I say, "No," most 
emphatically; because the republican 
party has not kept its promises to the 
soldiers for services rendered in saving 
this grand republic of ours. 


It was the controlling party up to 
1884. The soldiers of this repablic have 
had bills of different kind before the 
senate and house of représentatives ever 
since the close of the war. 
Now, what 
has this party done that has boasted so 
much of being the friend of the soldier ? 
It is true a few crippled and helpless 
veterans are receiving pensions, but in 
1868 we elected a president, anc during 
his term he vetoed the "eqaaiization of 
bounty bill;" while with the aame pen 
he signed a bill increasing his own sal 
ary from twenty-five thousand dollars to 
fifty thousand dollars. 


All this was done by the immortal 
Grant. 


As a soldier, I shall always revere his 
memt ry, but his administration and offi- 
cial acts, as president of the United 
States,! must criticise as far as favor and 
justice to the soldiers is concerned. 


Furthermore, during this administra 
tion, in 1869, there was passed what is 
called 
the 
"Credit 
Strengthening 
Act." 
This was in favor of the bond- 
holders. 
I have no personal 
feeling 
towards 
them, 
but 
I 
dislike 
policy that 
bestows 
undue 
favor. 
They were not satisfied with the kind of 
depreciated money the soldier received. 
He (the bond-holder) must be paid in 
coin or its equivalent. 


Now, I would like to ask how much 
the republican party has strengthened 
the soldiers' pocket in his old and de- 
clining years. 
I defy any republican to 
point out an act that his party has done 
for the soldiers of the late war, except 
to give here and there a paltry pension. 


It is therefore about time that you ex- 
soldiers call a halt and consider what 
you have been doing all these years 
Ton must act for yourselves and avoid 
designing men who have not common 
sympathy with the rank and file. 


You will never get your just rights 
through your state or national depart- 
ments, for the men you send there gen- 
erally do not represent yon, but their 
own selfish ambitions. 
However, you 
can not blame them, since you have for 
years sent this class of men to champii n 
your cause. 
Now, comrades, the only 
way you can bring this about is throngh 
the ballot box. 
Call, in every co gres- 
sional district and county, meetings of 
ex-soldiers and decide what you want; 
then present your views to your con- 
gressman and tell him if he wants your 
support he must champion your catiae; 
then have your delegates to the stute 
and national departments instructed as 
to yo«ir just demands from the govern- 
ment yon helped to save. 
Tell them 
you want a soldier bill passed and that 
you will remember it when you oast 
your vote next November, 
If you do 
this yon will obtain your rights. 


This same republican party, to con* 
tinae, has given away to railroads and 
other corporations, millions of acres of 
oar pablio domain and have loetered 
monopolies of every deMfiption. 


fortunately tliis has been stopped. 
Anc 
by whom? 
Why, by the democratic 
party. 
You might ask, "in what way?" 
Well, by reclaiming millions of aerea of 
public land, and reoognizing the soldier 
in an increased number of pensions, so 
that he who runs may read them daily. 


The civil service laws, too, have been 
changed to favor the ex-soldier by the 
democratic party, and considering the 
time it has had the reins of government, 
we ought to congratulate ourselves on 
its purpose to do right by all people and 
contiibute to the genere 1 prosperity of 
the country. 


There are other matters.many ofthem, 
of 
public 
interest 
that 
I 
might 
refer to, but I tiünk I have wearied you 
enough. 


Now I want to say, in all candor, that 
in the coming campaign I will, in my 
humble way, do what I deem is right 
and honorable, as an American citizen, 
to crush out monopolies. 
This, I claim, 
cannot be accomplished through the re- 
publican party, because they have had 
ample trial and a chance to show their 
honesty of purpose. 
Therefore, I will, 
in the approaching presidential cam- 
paign, vote and support the democratic 
party, feeling that in that way I can best 
contribute towards good government in 
the interest and for the welfare of the 
whole people.
